One of the prime requisites of a 
happy and prosperous state isa good’ 
climate. There is no doubt that the 
character, lives and morals of nations 
are affected to a controlling degree by 
the climate in which they live.

If the water of the 
rivers may be led off and owned by 
any one who builds a ditch the future 
is full of trouble, of discriminations 
and extortions, of monopolies and 
perhaps of popular uprisings and mass- 
acres. The present legislature has it 
in its power to inaugurate a wise sys- 
tem of irrigation which /will be a 
blessing to the state for all future 
time. It can at this time get the sele 
ownership of the water of our rivers 
by simply taking possession of them 
and conducting them over the desert 


lands. The monopoly of land is as 


nothing to that of water. The region 
of Smartsville, California, is cursed 
with a water company which has 
taken it into its head to be farmer as 
well as miner. It charges settlers 
26 cents an ifth per day. One 


gardener paid $207 for water to cul- 


tivate seven acres of ground. Such 
instances would, no doubt, soon be nu- 
merous in this state if private compan- 
ies are permitted to monopolize the ir- 
rigating waters. The general govern- 
ment would, doubtless, grant the 
desert lund of Nevada to the state as 
it did the swamp lands to Oregon and 
Califernia. The government could 
then build by contract or otherwise, 
canals ts redeem the land. There can 
be ne dangerous monopoly of land 
which must be irrigated. Large tracts 
cannet be profitably farmed here and 


the only monepoly to be feared is in 
water.

Recollections ofthe Recently Deceased 
“King of Pain.”

ous tempersment. He were an im- 
mensely ruffled shirt front, long regu- 
lation black coat, a heavy slouched 
hat and a small-sized log-chain abeut 
hi« neck made of gold. Such was the 
McBride known at Pittsburgh eight 
years age. His office was at the. St. 
Olair hotel, and during the day it 
would be beseige 1 with patients im 

pressed with the idea that the gret 
physician could cure their ills with 
his wendrous remedy. Puring Ins 
stay in this city he would make Me- 
Clarren’s drug store his headquarters 
to a great extent, and it is from M. N. 

McClarren a Leader reporter this morn- 
ing learned something of the career 
of this remarkable individual. It was 
McBride's policy to possess himself 
with a mysterious air, in order that 

he might the more easily gull the 

‘common herd,” and his success was 

simply enormous. In the evening he 

would put up a gross of his remedy, 

take up a position in the street, sell it 

at $1 a bottle, and when 144 bottles 

had been dispesed of, he weuld close 

the sale, refuse to furnish another bet- 

tle tha? evening, and refer purchasers 

to the drug stores,* He would be f.!- 

lewed about the streets by crowds of 

people, aid it wasa_ favorite amuse- 

ment totakea se.t just imside the 

drug-store, hold a glass of soda-water 

in his hand, watch the gaping crowd 

whe stood outside, and laughingly re- 

marta ‘that they were “d—d suckers.” 

Hie sales would frequently amount to 
$300 a day, of which fully 75 percent, 

was clear profit. Athis rooms he 

weuld push the crowd of patients 
abeut like sheep, sometimes walking 
out and leaving waiting patients in 

the reom for hours, while he was en- 

joying himself in convivial bar room 

company. They considered this part 
et the mystery, and were willing to 
be cursed in the hope of being cured. 

It was hts delight to employ a brass 
band, put them in a chariot, mount 
himself alongside the driver and 
parade the streets, not forgetting 
to serenade and advertise those drug- 
gists who bought his liniment. He 
did not care for money, was dissipated, 
delighted to wear enormous chaius and 
- rings, and was very fond of the games 
ef chance. Thousands of dollars did 
he make, yet he died'a pauper. It is 
related of him that he once spent sev 

eral thousand dollars in fitting up 1 
drinking saloen in Louisville, Ken- 

tucky, and for several weeks was such 
a diligent customer at his own bu 

that he became prostrated, asd hi: 

business venture flattened otit. So he 
lived; often werth thousands of doi- 

lars, which he scattered about; like 

water, und again poorer than thé most | 
iliyvy paid day laborer; a creature of | 
circumstance, picked up by some 

shrewd fellow at Buffalo when on the 
eve of committing suicide, his singular 
ranger-like persenal mode realized 
enormous sums of money, that went 
even as it came, like very chaff before

. throughout the country, pampered by 
fortune, his greatest bane being the 
toe rapid acquisition of money, ended 
his strange careeer friendless and peu- 
niless.

Butter dnr- 
ing that time had not been in the 
house, and the taste of meat was al- 
mest forgotten. Mr, Checkley was o: 
a plucky, noble disposition, and al 
wiuys hala joke fer eVery body. One 
day recently he was met by a brother 
clergyman, whe remarked that he 
looked terribly cold, and asked wherea 
his overcesnt was, Mr. Checkley, in 
joking manner, replied that he hadn 
vet one, and in this way he warael 
of any suspicien ae to the real state 
of hie family affairs. As soan as the 
teul state of things became known the 
neighbors and the congregation ef St. 
Paul's offered assistauce in abuudance, 
und probably a fund will new be 
raised for settlement on the bereaved 
widow and her family.

SERMONS SUNDAY. 


Good Work in the Churches—The New 
Minister, 


At the Congregational church Rev. 
Mr. Drahms used the words ‘‘Christ 
the power of God and the wisdom of 
God.” He said: The relation which 
the text sustains to the context illus- 
trates two of the leading elements of 
Chrstianity, and runs the parallelism 
between God’s power and man’s power, 
between Divine and human wisdom, 
and illustrates by an apt comparison 
the superiority of the Divine above 
thehuman. The Jewish and Greek 
minds represent the two opposite re- 
ligious philosophical concepts not only 
of their time, but of the race, the one 
leaning toward power, representing 
the material, the other, -standirg for 
culture, the intellectual. The predi- 
lections ef the Jewish mind is readily 
traceable in their experience, From 
their crude choice of Saul and the 
domp of a kingly court, to their cere- 


monial constructions upon religious 
lifé, their sensualism prepares the 
mind for their rejection of the Messiah 
whose advent they associated alone 
with exterrial prestige and temporal! 
power. Christ's humility, his essential 
righteousness, his love, elements of «i- 
vine power that have since lain their 
golden chains upon the captive hearts 
of minlions, and beceine the only po” 

tent factors of salvation, are to the 
coarse apprehensions of the wordling, 
a stumbling block. To every individ. 
ual who comes tothe gospels with 
precorcieved netions and a false con- 
ception of moral power, Christ is a 


stumbling block. But “to us whe 
are saved,’ that stumbling block 
becomes the stepping stone into 


a diviner life. The Greek mind repre- 
senting the higher ideal, reaches forth 
into the world of thought, refined in- 
tellectual cencepts, “Greeks after wis- 
dom.” Their leaders were men of 
grand mental compass and noble aspi- 
rations. They gathered around them 
a few kindred souls of like sympathies, 
and attempted to build up human 
society with their self-righteousness, 
from the top downward. But Christ 
comes with a grander philosophy, true 
to the nature of things he applies the 
principles of bis divine plan at the base 
af human society, with the outcast, 
the degraded, and works outward and 
upward from the substratum, a truly 
scientific method, whese very simplic- 
ity was to the Greeks’ foolishness. 
His motto was the grandest that ever 
fell from human lips, “‘this man re- 
ceiveth sinners.” Macauley relates 
that a certain stained windowin an 
English cathedral was made by an ap 
prentice of the broken fragments which 
the master rejected, and which exceed 
ed in exquisite beauty all the others. 
So the Divine workman builds up hu 
man society from therefuse fragments, 
arith sinners, until its glorious design 
excels all huiman wisdom, and ‘‘the 
heavenly building eroweth into a holy 
temple in the Lord.” “The Jews re-

About 7 o'clock last evening as a 
GAZETTE reporter was‘ walking down 
Virginia street he sawa sudden ex- 
plosion at the Reno Gas works. A 
dense volume ef smeke with savage 
flames issued from the roof and win- 
dows presenting all the elements of a 


first-class fire. He gave the alarm 
which soon led toa general alarm 
and the assemblage ef a thousand 
men to the scene of the conflagration. 
The cause of all this fuss however was 
simply the blowlng off ef the cap o 
Offe of the steam pipes, or, in other 
words the safety valve of ene of the 
retorts, an accident whieh occurs at 
least once a week. The glass tran- 
soms to two doors and the panels of 
one window were blown out. One 
shovel was also burned.

A number of persons were 
fearful of an explosion which would 
demolish the entire structure and se- 
riously impair the health of bystand- 
ers.

— STOCK SHIPMENTS. 


Interview With a Large Cattle Dealer— 
Reasons Assigned in Favor of Di- 
yect Shipment of Beef Cattle to San 
Franciso,. 


In writing up the business of the 
Reno branch of the Cal. & Nev. meat 
shipping association a GazeTrTeE report- 
er has given the arguments in favor of 
the association stating in full all the 
reasons why cattle dealers should 
give their patronage to the above asso- 
ciation. But since he nutices every 
day or two large shipments of cattle to 
California he at once thought there 
must be seme advantage in this meth- 
od of shipment, and finding one of the 
largest cattle dealers in the state made 
the following inquiries: 

“How is it, Mr. B, that many of you 
cattle dealers ship your cattle to San 
Francisco and adjacent points in Cal. 


ifornia, instead of having them slaugh- 
tered here, and shipped in refrigerater 
cars?” 

Well, I will tell you, we find it to 
vur advantage to ship our cattle direct 
for this reason: The meat association 
pay $13 50 per ton te San Francisco, 
and as they ship from 20,000 to 22,- 
000 pounds in a car, jt costs them per 
car $135 to $148 50, whereas, it costs 
us but $90 percar. Again; ifthe mar- 
ket is stocked with meat weare not 
obliged to sell at once,and when we sell 
can make better dispesition of our 
wastage than can be done at this 
point.” 

‘But, Mr. B., is net the meat ship- 
ped in refrigerator cars less feverish, 
and otherwise better, than that of cat- 
tle shipped in cars?” 

“No; that isa mistaken idea. We 
have grounds and stock-yards in 
which we keep our stock one or more 
days, and where we givethem the best 
care before butchering. Our meat is, 
then not in the least degree inferior to 
that of the association. And further, 
refrigerated meat is mushy when it 
thaws out, and, therefore, our meat 
is really better than that of the com- 
pany here. 

‘There is anether point which is 
overlooked in this business. We out- 
side men have very sharp jobbers to 
deal with in the city. Ifa number of 
head of cattle are taken to San Fran- 
cisco without having been previously 
sold the iobbers won’t buy, and a man 
is obliged, very nearly, to come to 
the terms of these jobbers. . Suppose, 
instead, that the shipment is one or 
more cars of fresh meat; the weather 
is warm for a few days, as it may be 
at any season in San Franeisco; your 
resh meat cannet be kept in good con- 
dition; the jobbers say they dont want 
any meat; the next day they offer 
three cents per peund; the company 
say no, but the next day must either 
sell or throw it inte the.bay. And 
this has occurred more than once, as 
in the case of shipments from Oregon, 
and yeur company here have had to 
sell atlower pricesthan they had to pay 
for the cattle at first.” 

“Cannot the association *cempete 
with you cattle men?”’ 

‘*No; not successfully, because of 
the tacts | have already stated, and 
alse we are the stronger party, and 
have, and canehold the inside track. 
They ship, say 30 head of dressed cat- 
tle, and pay $140 for a car. They must 
ship their hides, which costs additional 
freight. Then we have the horns, 
hoofs etc., which we can better dis- 
pese of than they. We ship sixteen 
to eighteen head of cattle and pay 
$90 per car. Now you can easily per- 
ceive that they have virtually no ad- 
vantage over usin point of the cost 
of transportation. We can take bet- 
ter advantage of the market and as a 
have studied 
this question thoroughly and given a 
practical test to all the points having 
any bearing there on,and I find adecided 
advantage in our method over theirs. 
And this is clearly seen by the results, 
We are making more money than they 
are,and on bess capital. At first we 
were fearful of serious competition, 
Lut all the results are in our favor. 
We have no dispositien to crowd the 
association; they don’t injure our bus- 
iness, but have, on the contrary, drawn 
greater attention to Nevada beef. 
We inald the key and hope they will 
thrive. 

Pupils in the Schools. 

In the public schools during Jan- 
uary sixty pupils were enrolled in the 
grammar school; twenty-six boys and 


thirty-four girls, with an average daily 
attendance of 49.2. The first inter- 
mediate department had sixty-one 
names, thirty-three boys and twenty- 
eigit girls. Attendance, 51.77 
Second intermediate department six- 
ty-three names, thirty-three boys and 
thirty girls. Average fity-three. First 
primary, fifty-six names, thirty-one 
boys and twenty-five girls. Atten- 
dance, 43.8. Second primary, sixty- 
six, thirty-five boys and thirty-one 
yirls. Attendance, 48.7.

They Murder a Party of Indians and 
Then go to Church, 


{[Merced, Cal., Argus Fe». Ist.] 

At an early hour on Sunday mor- 
ning last,an Indian encampment at 
Mariposita, on Mariposa creek, some 
five miles below the town of Mariposa, 
was attacked by a party of white men, 
and in avery short space ef time all 
the Indians were securely tied, when 
the work of hanging, beating and 
sheoting the defenceless creatures 
commenced. The father of the con- 
vict “Willie,” whe was recently pur- 
sued and fired upen by the mob of 
outlaws who follewed their intended 
victim te Merced, was hung by the 
neck and shot. with rifles and pistols 
until hewas dead. The motler of 
“Willie” was also killed, together 
with four or five men, and one wo- 
man,severely wounded by a rifle ball, 
and the remainder of the poor, cower- 
ing defenseless Indians, little and big, 
ofall ages, were severely beaten and 
left with their hands tied behind 
them. in which condition some of the 
poor wretches ran to Mariposa and 
gave information to the authorities. 
While the wounded and dying wretch- 
es were weltering m their blood on 
the cold ground in the rancherie, and 
their surviving friends were running 
frantically toward the town of Mari- 
posa to spread the news and place 
themselves under the protection of the 


county autherities, the perpetrators of 


this most cruel, heartless and wauton 
butchery, sought their usual place of 
Worship and desecrated the house of 
God by their presence, if not by their 
prayers.
